With appropriate exercises, Tuesday afternoon and eve­ 
ning, Gettysburg fittingly observed the 72nd anniversary 
of the dedication of the National cemetery by President Ab­ 
raham Lincoln on November 19, 1863. 
Featuring the afternoon exercises on the “hallowed 
ground” of the National cemetery was the recitation of Lin­ 
coln’s Gettysburg address by Prof. Willard S. Campbell, prin­ 
cipal of the West Philadelphia high school and an impersona­ 
tor of the martyred civil war president.

While three news reel cameras recorded the event, Pro­ 
fessor Campbell, standing at the base of the National monu­ 
ment marking the spot on which Lincoln stood when he in­ 
toned his memorable address, recited the classic of English 
literature in inimitable manner.
